We have been politely favoured by a friend 
with the perusal of some of the latest numbers 
of Bell’s London Weekly Messenger. They 
contain nothing very important or interesting, 
but merit attention as exhibiting the rapid 
march of Great Britain, in the career of po- 
verty, vice and profligacy, towards premature 
decay, and final dissolution. We say prema- 
ture decay, because the system of her politics 
for the last fifty years, has been exclusively 
artificial; based upon an unnatural excitement 
of the social as well as fiscal system, and car- 
ried on through a concentration of vigour, 
which drew upon the resources of futurity, 
and consumed in advance, the wealth, indus- 
try andenergy ofages Nothing can be more 
obvious, than that such has been the ruinous! 
tendency of her grasping ambition, of being| 
the Arbiter of Europe. The outcries and 
groans of her poor, and the forced rebellion of | 
her famished population, is the self-evident 
consequence of that stupendous debt, which 
exceeds the wealth of the whole kingdom, as 
wellas throws Cespair over the labours of pos- 
terity to liquidate ; and is centered in the hands 

afew Stockholders, while the mass of the 
population are drained of the last pittance of 
of their industry, to pay the taxes, which must 
necessarily be imposed to discharge the accu- 
mutating ipterest. The beauty of the theories, 
invented by cunning ministers

show that the more a nation spends, the rich- 
er it becomes, from the augmented circulation 
of money, never can strik. the fancy of the 
hungry, or refute the pressure of want.

the palaces of her stockholders, private mis- 
ery, penury, and crime, were never before at| 
so great a height in that country, as at this mo- 
ment. Her insolvent courts, present a scene 
of complicated villany and want, shocking, not 
only to refined sensibi!ity but to the most ob- 
durate and callous heart. To so great a de-| 
gree has fraud been practised within a recent 
period, that we perceive various socicties are 
forming in different parts of the kingdom “ for 
opposition to fraudulent debtors.” In Man- 
chester, one of this description has been in ex- 
istence for some time. In the proceedings of 
the Insolvent Courts,a degree of depravity is 
revealed, scarcely credible. The papers now 
before us, contain the examination of several 
clergymen of the Church of England, belong- 
ing to the fret fumilies in the kingdom, which 
disclose as much vice as the records of onr 
lowest criminal courts.

Mr. Taldot said he was no: able, from his 
own observation alone, to say » ith confidence 
what sum would be adequate to the object of 
the bill.
